Earopc's pretensions to high idealism are again 


incoming embarrassed by the natural infdjnct for 
commerce and the low level to -which strivinrr for 
trade advantages often brings the moral reputa- 
tion of a nation. The motives of the policies of 
at least three of the great powers.of Europe axe 
greater trade advantages than they now possess— 
a striving by one nation to get ahead of the other. 
This revival of the commercial warfare which pre- 
ceded for several decades the outbreak of the late 
military and naval conflict has come sooner thaji 
many expected, in view of the high ideals and 
the devotion to humanity which were uttered by 


• European statesmen during the Versailles pftace 
conference. 


Great Britain has taken the lead in directing 


governmental activities for the acquisition of 
trade. Mr. Lloyd George was first to open nego- 
tiations with the Russian Bolshevists, after nil 
the governments of Europe and the United States 
had agreed that in the face of the deeds and assoj- 


" tions of the soviet regime no civilized nation 
could permit itself to enter into treaty relations 
with,the,Moscow dictators. Now it is Mr. Lloyd 
George who has disclosed a soft hand in dealing 
with Germany. England is not disposed, he says, 
to carry out the terms of the Versailles agree- 
ment -permitting Allies to seize German property 
in Allied countries as part payment on iu<> repar- 
tition bill.
